“ Had yon been off Santiago for a 
week?’’ 
“ I was there from the morning of the 
S2nd until the evening of the 26tb, 
when the flying squadron arrived 
Captain W ise was cross exam ined on 
this point by Mr. Sayner.

“ From the m orning of the 22nd until 
the arrival of the flying squadron on 
the evening of the 26th you were try­ 
ing to get in touch w ith the enem y aud 
w atching the harbor?''

“ You could see around the corner of 
Carsmith?" 
“ We saw m asts of small vessels, but 
oould not distinguish w hat they were." 
“ You sent no o n e on shore to try aud 
establish communication?’' 
“ Not at all." 
W ashington, Sept. 26.—Two new w it­ 
nesses were introduced in the Schley 
court yesterday. 
They were Admiral 
Cotton, who as captain commanded the 
auxiliary cruiser Harvard, aud Captain 
Wise w ho commanded the auxiliary 
cruiser Yale during the Spanish war 
Both of these vessels were used as scouts 
and both came up w ith the flying squad­ 
ron off Santiago on May 27, before the 
retrogade m ovem ent to Key W est was 
begun. 
Admiral Cotton testified that he had 
gone aboard Admiral Schley’s flagship 
tho Brooklyn, on May 27 to take dis­ 
patches to him and be said at first that 
ho gave him four or five dispatches ad­ 
dressed to the commander of the squad­ 
ron.

Washington, Sept. 86.—Counsel for 
tho navy 
dfqwrtrnent today contin­ 
ued their efforts to show that Admiral 
Schley had information of the presence 
of Admiral Cervera and his fleet in the 
harbor at Santiago, aud introduced for 
this purpose additional officers of auxil­ 
lary cruisers whi'h were at the time do­ 
ing duty as scout boats in the Woat In­ 
dian waters. 
Admiral Schley's counsel 
on the other hand maiutaiued the pur­ 
pose wa* trying to hold the testimony 
down to the requirements of the civil 
courts.
